have carried on cooperative experi- 
ments 
at 
the agricultural experi- 


ment station of that stute. to deter- 
mine the value of Irrgatlon In ralft- 
Ing general farm crops. 
These ex- 


periments have covered a number of 
years. 
The average net profit, af- 


ter deducting all expenses of opera- 
tion. Including interest on the cost 
of Irrigation works and the deprecia- 
tion of the plant, has been for hay, 
$110 per acre; corn, $11 per acre, anil 
potatoes, $13 per acre. 
What has 


been done at Ma.ilson can he dupli- 
cated anywhere In the middle west, 
ami the possibilities, of

the products of our farming areas in 
this way are almost unlimited. 


Experiments on Sandy Soil

physicians' prescriptions, and should be avoided by every one who values health and happiness.
